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June 6, 1963, Uaido Keri, local Commander, 
Estonian Legion of Liberation, Inc,, advised that captioned 
individual had, on May 19, 1963, shorn a film, "Creators 
of Legend," at the Cuy Mason Center in Washington, D. C, 

The film and lecture consumed approximately tao and one- 
half hours. According to Eari, arrangements had been 
made for Seine to arrive at the Cuy Mason Center around 
5:00 p.m, for an informal meeting prior to the showing 
of the film.- 

Ihiring the afternoon of May 19, 1963, lari 
received information from Turi Raus, National Coimander, 
Estonian Legion of Liberation, Inc., advising him that he 
had been informed that Seine was a suspicious character 
and possibly a Soviet agent . At that time they considered 
cancelling the meeting, but since they had no way of 
advising the people who had been invited, they decided 
to go ahead with the meeting. 

Raus had previously invited Seine to stay at 
his home while in this area, but upon receiving the above 
information, he avoided having Seine stay with him. While 
efforts were being made to secure a hotel room. Seller 
Crabbi, an employee of the Library of Congress, who was 
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not atoare Of the allegation, agreed to have Seine stay at 
his home, Sari believed that Seine spent two nights with 
Crabbi and left Washington, S. C,, on the early morning 
of May 21, 1963, According to information he had received, 
Seine had not engaged tn any unusual activities while In 
this area, but spent most of his time sightseeing. 



Sari advised that the general purpose of 
Seine's lecture appeared to be to arouse interest in the 
Estonian cause, particularly for those groups offering 
resistance to the Soviets, In Sari's opinioUf Seine 
was quite emotional and melodramatic with a tendency to 
self-glorification. 

Prior to the showing of the film. Sari had 
an informal d iscussion with Seine, During this d iscussion 
Seine gave him no reason to suspect him as being pro-Soviet 
or possibly a Soviet agent. Their conversation pertained 
mostly to information about Washington, D, C, Seine did 
. ask questions about the number of Estonians living in 
[ this area and the nature of their employment. 

Sari related that there were individuals in 
the Sew Tork area who had questioned Seine about persons 
whom they had known to be in the same Soviet prison camps 
that Seine did not know, 

On June 6 and 10, 1963, Turi Raus, National 
Commander, Estonian Legion of Liberation, Inc,, furnished 
the following information regarding Eerik Seine; 

I Soon after Seine's arrival in Canada, he con- 

tacted Tlo Jurima, Chairman of the Estonian Council, wfto 
suggested to Seine he tell his story of the Estonian 
parti sans '-struggle against Soviet rule. As a result, 

Seine wrote a book which was published in Canada, The' 
film apparently being shown by Seine in this country is 
reportedly based upon information contained in the book. 




















Eval Magi, 200 Maple Street, Manche ster, 
Connecticut, who formerly worked with Seine in Canada, 
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is the producer of the film, which depicts Seine as a hero 
in Estonian partisan activities, 

Elmar Keerd, Chairman of the Estonian 
Independent War Veterans, Sew fork City, organised 
Seine's tour in this country, Saus was not aware of 
all the cities on Seine's tour, but stated it was 
shown in Baltimore on Say Id, 1963; Washington, B, C,, 

Say 19, 1963; and planned to exhibit it before Estonian 
groups in Cleveland June 8, 1963; Detroit June 9, 1963; 
Chicago June 16, 1963; Sinneapolis June 23 or 33, 1963; 
and Los Angeles July 6, 1963. 

Baus arranged for Seine to show the film in 
Washington, D, C,, and invited him to reside at his home ■ 
while in this area, Sowever, prior to his arrival, he 
received information that Seine was a suspicious character 
not to be trusted and possibly a Soviet agent. In view of 
such information, Baus avoided having Seine stay with him. 
If Baus had not received the derogatory information, he 
i;ould have had no reason to suspect Seine, with the 
exception that he had heard from other sources there 
were points in his story which could not be verified, 

^3 an example, he understood that photographs had been 
shown to Seine of ind^ulduala reported to have been in 
the same prison camps which Seine could not identify. 

Approximately 80 to 90 individuals, including 
children, attended the film showing in Washington, D. C. 
The money raised by Seine on his tour reportedly is to 
be used to assist Estonian partisans in their opposition 
to the Soviets, 

According to Baus, Seine had received indica- 
tions that he was suspected to be a Soviet agent. He 
allegedly referred to such at « smell party given for 
him at the home of Seller Crabbi. 

Seine tats .travelling in his personally-owned 
automobile, although Reus could furnish no details 
regard ing it, Seine had previously visited the United 
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SiBtea in 1962 or 196S, and Bans baliauod that Prut 
Farming, Mav Milford, Sam Jeraay, had tapa raoordtnga of 
Saina*a lacturaa during that ytaft. Saina tndioatad to 
Baua that ha mould lika to join eithar tha Canadian or 
tha ffnitad Stataa armad, foroaa, 

Baoorda of the Central Offica, lamigration 
and Saturaliaation Saruioa, reuaalad that Baina, travelling 
on B-2 viaaa, had made the folloming viaita to tha United 
Stataa: 

He entered Niagara Falla, Nam York, April 16, 
1961, end returned aama day.

York City, as his 
addreaa while in the United States.
